Sinking of Barge at Canal 
Point Delays Work;

Installation of eleven new lights 
and repair of 10 lights in Lake 
Okeechobee damaged by the 1928 
hurricane was delayed when a U. 
S. Lighthouse Service barge sank 
Tuesday morning.in West Palm 
Beach canal at Canal Point, 
where. it was loaded with material 
destined for erection at Taylor 
creek near Okeechobee. The barge 
was due to have left Canal Point 
Tuesday for the north end of the 
lake, towed by one of the two 
boats that make up the equip- 
ment that came here from the 
base at Key West.

INCHES RAIN

STATE GROWERS 
WAIT ON TARIFF 


No Action Yet To Increase Aci 
age Under Bill That Prom- 
ised Protection

The tariff bill that is expected 
to give protection to Florida win- 
ter vegetables is still -in confer- 
ence between the House and Sen- 
ate and although the supporters 
of the measure are confident it 
will pass, it is not yét absolutely 
Assured that Congress will agree 
on a bill the president will sign. 
Passage of a tariff act increas? 
ing duties of Mexican and Cuban 
vegetables was advocated in Flor- 
ida with the promise that it would 
bring about large increase in acre- 
age in this state; there ix no indi- 
cation yet, however, that specu- 
lators or groweMmare planning ac- 
ton to get benefits from the new 
law. 
The new tariff bill puts an im- 
port duty of 3 cents a pound on 
tomatoes, eggplants and peppers, 
314 cents a pound on string beans. 
lima beans and cucumbers; 24 
cents a pound on onions; and 2 
cents a pound on cabbage, celery, 
lettuce, squash and peas. These 
figures were reported to Garland 
Biggers by W. H. Marshall. of 
Fort Lauderdale, who spent sev- 
eral months at Washington "while 
the tariff bill was being framed. 
The pound rates are equal to 
the following rates per crate or 
hamper, Mr. Marshall says: To- 
matoes $1.20, eggplants $1.50, 
Peppers $1.20 to $1.30,” beans 
$1.05.
